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Mr. Tubby opened tha sweting by stating that tboaa with responsibilities 
the psychological front needsd to understand the basic issues of the Berlin 
problem and to be aware of the progress and uature of contingency planning so 
they could offer helpful consents and suggestions. He said that there vaa sons 
doubt on the part of conaentators and correspondents regarding the flraness of 
U.S. intentions, probably a carryover from the Iscs and Cuban crises and as a 
result of ths free city proposal of Senator Mansfield. He added that there vers 
signs of uneasiness in Vest Berlin and disorientation of the Vest Oeraans and 
neutrals* 

Accordingly, Mr. Tubby said, any inf crsution on where ve stand and what is 
likely to be the course of events in the cosing Months would be useful. Although 
our legal position is iaportant, he said, the personal fate of the 2 1/2 Million 
West Berlinsrs is of prlaary concern to ns. He suggested, therefore, that we 
focus store on the people of Vest Berlin and review their situation from the days 
of the' airlift to now. Ve should enlist the support of «»11 inforaation Media in 
this endeavor. He particularly suggested that. is try to get the networks to file 
features ou Borlin. 
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1» Confidence in tha U.S. Position* There h**» been vara* of increasing 
or slackening confidence in U.S. policy toward* Berlin for many years. Event* 
in other parts of tha vorld have some bearing on this (i.e. in Cuba or Laos). 
The President's firs stand at Vienna and tha 0«S. reaffirmation of support at 
the NATO aviating in Oslo have b^an valeoaed in Vest Berlin and Vast Germany. 
Tha forthcoming Aide Menolre will make a strong and clear ease for our position. 
Tha Aide Keaoire will be released after consultation with the French and British 
and tha NAfO Council. Ve hope that release could take place befora tha July U 
holiday weekend, but this may be difficult to accomplish. 

2. Geneva 1959 Proposal* » The United States made proposals on Bsrlin at 
Geneva in 1959 which were rejected by the Soviet*. Va are, therefor*, not 
bound by these proposals. The pre** occasionally still refer* to thaee proposal* 
in speculative stories, and the point mad* above regarding the status of the 
Geneva proposals should be made dear. 

3. Possible U.S. Military Preparations! Should it be decided that the 
U.S. military stance should be strengthened it is believed we should neither 
conceal nor dranatise our preparations. Over-dramatiiation sight induce the 
Soviets to believe that we were trying merely to achieve a propaganda effect 
rather than serloualy to iaprove our military postnre. Our objective in 
strengthening our Military situation would be to sake our deterrent strength 
■ore credible to Khrushchev. 

It. Mansfield Proposal! Mr. Tubby said many people in neutral countries 
and in the U.S. and other countries wondered why the aecurity of Veat Berlin is 
not entrusted to UN forces. The UN "presence" might be considered even acre of 
a deterrent, and be more difficult for Coamunista to attack propaganda-wiae, 
than the U.S., UX and French forces now in Vest Berlin. Military or other 
pressure on Vest Berlin under the ON would bring a similar response to that 
at present, and might enlist even greater world-wide support. Messrs. Owen and 
Hillenbrand said that tha position of Vest Berlin would be weakened if the UN 
were given security responsibility. It was suggested that it might be difficult 
for the U.S. to convince the Russian* that we could respond quickly with 
deterrent strength if the OH were entrusted with the fate of Berlin and a crisis 
arose. The capacity of the UN to cope with infiltration and ambiguous outside 
forces is doubted. A third point is that the Russians have veto power in the 
UN and would undoubtedly pursue their Troika policy if there were a UN presence 
in Berlin. Those who would argue similarity with the Sues and Congo situation* 
forget Berlin is in, 'tha middle of a Coananist country and is surrounded by 
hostile forces. The basic strength of our position ha* rested on Vestern 
military forces in Berlin and the appreciation by the Russian* and East Germans 
that an attack would create the danger of a general nuclear war. Nonetheless, 
it was the consensus that the "UN solution" did have a certain popular appeal 
and constituted a problem of psychological importance which should receive 
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forth* r study. 

It. Soviet arievancet Kr. Oven suggested that it is the Soviets who are 
creating the Berlin crlaia by their pressures and that they ahould therefore 
suffer the consequences of vorld public opinion. Tola la an artificial crisis, 
on* Made is Busaia. * 

5. Tha Paopla of Berlin* It was generally agreed that it vould be useful, 
as suggested by Mr. Tubby, to focus attention on tha people of Berlin and their 
right to defend their freedom in accordance with tha principle of self- 
determination. Ve ehcmld reiterate certain baaic 0.3. poaitiona such aa oar 
belief that the ideal eolation would be to solve the pwblee. of Berlin within 
the fraaevork of Oeraan unification by ir»« elections. At the present ties thie 
la the aoet prcalaing approach. We ahould reaffira the poaitiona already set 
forth by the President and the Secretary. 

6. Possible negotiations! For the period ahead it la iMportant to 
convince the Soviets of our fire intention* regarding Berlin. Therefore, we 
ahould not be In the position of seeking negotistion. Ve should liadt ourselves 
for the present, if required to respond, to the observation that ve are valvar* — 
villing to negotiate but on the basis of the Western peace plan calling for 

£r«« elections in all of Geraany. Our response to the Soviet Aide Memoire vill 
give us the guidelines needed for general content on the Berlin situation. 

7. Pall Back Positional In the past ve have been handicapped by 
discussions in the press regarding our fsll back poaition*. Thua our ne*otiatin« 
position has often been vitiated before ve have tabled our proposals. The 
Soviets are not handicapped in this way. Should at aoavs future tlae 
negotiations be undertaken this tactical problca vould deserve careful studr 

and attention, ^ 
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
